OBSERVANCE OF PATRIOT'S DAY 


April 19th is Patriot's Day. 
It is the 


anniversary of the Battle of Lexington, 
and has a special significance. The Amer- 
ican Bar association has sent out to its 
•membership throughout the country, in- 
cluding "Wisconsin, and Appleton. the 
fol- 


lowing suggestion as to the observance o£ 
the day: 


The committee on American citizenship of 


the American Bar Association have requested 
that April 19. Patriot's Day, the anniversary of 
the Battle of Lexington be observed as widely 


- as possible in ihe schools, clubs and civic as- 


sociations throughout this state. It is thought 
the most beneficial results can be accomplished 
by explaining to the people the origin and theory 
uC our constitutional form of government: im- 
pressing 
upon them 
its advantages and su- 


periority, and furnishing information, data and 
argument whereby the people generally may be 
in better position to combat un-American doc- 
trine. 


That the occasion is one which should 


be made use of for "the purposes suggested 
by the American Bar association is ap- 
parent. 
The fact that we as a people 


have heretofore encouraged almost un- 
limited immigration from every country 
of the world without reference to the di- 
verse systems of government or ruleunder 
which immigrants have been born and 
reared., has 
given 
us a population, 


a very largo part of which has but 
little conception of the true nature or 
purposes of-our form of government. Xor 
only this, but it has brought to us ele- 
ments which arc bitterly opposed to the 
ideals in government which should 
ani- 


mate every American citizen, native as 
well as foreign born, elements too which 
are diligently spreading among onr 
peo- 


ple iho dangerous propaganda of anar- 
chy, communism and socialism-doctrines 
utterly un-American. 


Our own ronstiuition in it* preamble 


expresses in a striking manner some oi'. 
these idoal^. in giving reasons for the 
adoption of a constitution, as 
follows: 


"In order to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic tran- 
quility. provide for the common defence, 
promote the general welfare, and secure 
1hc blessings of liberty lo ourselves and 
our poslcrhy." 
Do we not need to be 


frequently reminder! of ihe~-e high pur- 
poses in the establishment 
of 1he grcnt 


American government and should not -he 
youth of the country be laught 1o know 
and sppreeiale their meaning? 
Should 


not yll H10 people, young and old. have 


i held up'hefore them constantly the true 


significance of justice, domestic tranqnilj- 
1y. general welfare and liberty, 
and 


how these blessings may be best and most 
surely attained, promoted and permanent- 
ly established as the principles for which 
this government stands? 


Along -\\ith the recognition of these 


principles as guiding motives in the lives 
of our peoplr should we not have a hicrhcr 
appreciation o;' ihe necessity for obedi- 
ence to la\v .' Should not all of us. young 
and old. learn the lesson and live by it. 
that only through an appreciation of the 
sanctity and binding force of bi\v can jus- 
tice, domestic t r a n q u i l i t y . 
ih<; general 


welfare and the blessings of liberty bo 
promoted and made sure in the bind? 


The greatest menace which t h r e a t en-., 


the permanency of our institutions today 
is disregard of. if not 
almost contempt, 


for the law. 
Xor is'(his confined to tlio.se 


who 
arc ordinarily understood as the 


criminal classes, but 
it is widespread 


among classes of our citizens who arc or- 
dinarily known as the better classes. Xor 
is this disregard of the law confined to 


particular laws, but law in general. Va- 
rious motives an- at the bottom of this 
spirit. 
Established habits which arc the 


subject of condemnation by the law fur- 
nish motives to many. 
^o too. is there 


not too much selfishness and devotion to 
personal interests in disregard oC ovcry 
othcr motive in life very prevalent among 
us. and is this not shown in the determin- 
ation with many to accomplish personal 
comfort 
and 
interests witli too little 


{bought of the effect it may have upon 
others? 


It' Patriot's Day might be set aside to 


the arousing oi" the thoughts of our chil- 
dren in the schools, as well as of our 
crown-ups in civic clubs and organiza- 
tions, to the true principles upon which 
genuine Americanism rests and for which 
it should stand not only here but the 
world over, great good might be accom- 
plished by it. 
This may.be done only by 


a part of the day being devoted in the 
schools and in 'clubs and other organiza- 
tions where men and women may be 
brought together to discussing the mean- 
ing of Americanism and the duty we rest 
under as a people to promote it. not only 
that we may ourselves enjoy its benefits,

ME. GOMPEES' CONSERVATISM 
Critics, both in and out of organized 


labor, of the general policy of Mr. Samuel 
Gompcrs. president of the American. Fed- 
eration of Labor, should begin to see the 
cteaT value of his service in checking rad- 
ical tendencies.

may contain a very little sugar of milk (milk sugar) 
lactose), never more than a half a teaspoonful in 
the two ounces of water. 
Before each of these 


four hourly waterings, the baby should invariably 
be put to the breast; only after be has; nursed at 
the breast for at least iwo minutes should the 
ivater or the milk sugar solution be fed from a nurs- 
ing bottle. 


The wide mouth nursing bottle is preferable. be; 


cause it is most easily cleaned; this style of bottle 
witb its wide base is probably the easiest for the 
baby to take water or food from. The use- of the 
nursing bottle for -watering the baby in the first 
three days, accustoms the baby to taking the bottle: 
this may prove a. help in tiding over subsequent 
famines. After the flow of milk becomes established 
about the third day. the baby no longer -requires 
such frequent watering, though in hot weather he 
should be offered a bottle of cool water regularly 
every morning and every evening after nursing. 


If lactose (sugar of milk) is not available, a good 


substitute for the new born baby is corn syrup. 
not more than half a teaspoonful to the two ounces 
of boiled water; this, too should bo offered only after 
the baby has nursed at the breast at least two 
minutes. 


For the first five days or so. the normal baby 


shows a loss of weight amounting to one half to 
three fourths of a pound, chiefly attributable to the 
elimination of water through the skin, lungs and 
kidneys. After this early loss, the weight begins to 
increase at the rate of not less than four ounces 
weekly. If the nursing baby fails to gain at least 
four ounces each week after the first week, some- 
thing is wrong: the first precaution to take in such 
a case is to make sure it isn't the scale. 


The healthy baby generally falls asleep, the sur- 


est sign of satisfaction and contentment, after 10 
to 20 minutes at the breast: when all is fair weather 
and father keeps sober and mar.fully tosses the pay 
envelope in mother's lap each Saturday night, the 
greedy youngster will show a gain of as much as 
eight ounces weekly, so that his weight will have 
doubled at the age of five months, and trebled at 
the end of a year. 
Of course, he ain't gonna nurse 


o long as that not if he is a regular baby. He's 
onna be offa breast feeding for life about the time 
e reaches the age of 10 months.
